struggled under the strain. 

Once again we are reminded that it 
takes little for what we think is a 
county full of roads to suddenly get 
very congested indeed. 

So let’s keep our fingers crossed 
that is the only headache facing the 
county show this weekend. The event 
is as sprawling as ever and ever more 
gloriously messy - and I don’t mean 
that in a bad way - in terms of what it 
has to offer. Whether it’s vinyl 
records, ice crush drinks, 
designer coats for animals, 
seafood or wooden garden 
furniture, there truly is 
something for everyone. 

But most of all it reminds 
us what a diverse place this 
county is. And that, as ever, is 
what creates such a 

vibrant place to live 
and work. Just, 
sometimes, not 
to drive a car in.

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Snapchat map app fuels 
fears over child safety

POLICE and children’s charities are 
urging parents and grandparents 
to be alert to an update on a 
popular social media app among 
youngsters which can pinpoint 
exactly where they are. 

There are concerns the update to 
the popular Snapchat app could 
allow people to be stalked or 
harassed. 

Snapchat is hugely popular as a 
message and photo sharing 
program which shot to fame by 
images only displaying for a matter 
of seconds before they were 
automatically deleted. Like 
Facebook and Twitter, users are 
encouraged to follow friends to 
exchange messages. 

But Snap Map, an add-on just 
launched, now allows users to see 
exactly where those in their friends 
list are, sparking fears they could 
be used to identify people’s homes 
and regular routes. 

A spokesman for the Kent 
branch of the NSPCC told us: “It’s 
worrying that Snapchat is 
encouraging under 18s to broad¬ 
cast their location on the app 


where it can potentially be 
accessed by everyone in their 
contact lists. 

“With public accounts, this will 
include those who are not known 
to the user. This highlights why it’s 
vital children are automatically 
offered safer accounts on social 
media to ensure they are protected 
from unnecessary risks. 

“Young people can hide their 
location using ghost mode, which 
can be switched on from the 


camera screen. 

“It’s important that parents have 
regular conversations with young 
people about staying safe online, 
and making sure that they know 
how to protect their privacy.” 

Kent Police said they were aware 
of the issue and warned parents to 
monitor the apps their children 
were using. 

A spokesman said: “We would 
advise all parents and guardians to 
ensure their children know the 


dangers of using online apps and 
take measures to protect them.” 

A spokesman for Snapchat said: 
“The safety of our community is 
very important to us and we want 
to make sure that all Snapchatters, 
parents and educators have 
accurate information about how 
the Snap Map works. 

“The majority of interactions on 
Snapchat take place between close 
friends, and location sharing is off 
by default.” 


‘Honest conversation’ 
needed over funding of 
social care, warns MP 


BRITAIN needs to have “an honest 
conversation” about how it funds the 
growing cost of social care, a Kent 
MP has warned. 

Adult social care is the biggest 
spend for Kent County Council at 
around 40 per cent of the local 
authority’s overall budget, with 
approximately £364m to be spent on 
it this year alone. 

Following intense lobbying from 
both council chiefs and Kent MPs, 
the government handed County Hall 
a further £26m cash boost for social 
care in the last budget, but leader 
Paul Carter insists it still isn’t enough 
to meet ever-growing demand. 

Possible solutions mooted by Cllr 
Carter in the past included re-alloca- 
tion of some of the government’s 
foreign aid budget towards social 
care, and the introduction of a 
insurance industry product, 
“attractive for families” that insures 
against high social care costs. 

Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons, Faversham and Mid Kent MP 


Helen Whately told members and 
health minister Steve Brine the crisis 
wasn’t merely about a lack of 
government funding, as so often 
suggested by opposition parties. 

She said: “The extra money in the 
last budget for social care is helping 
Kent County Council provide more 
people with access to care, particu¬ 
larly at home, but the cost of social 
care is going to keep going up. 

“Does the minister agree that we 
need to have an honest conversation 
as a society about how we fund that 
growing cost and how we fund it 
fairly across generations?” 

Mr Brine said in response: “It’s 
very easy to take to the streets with a 
placard saying ‘spend more’ and 
listening to the leader of the opposi¬ 
tion’s response to the Queen’s 
Speech, I think he spent the national 
debt several times over just in his 
response. That is absolutely why we 
need a proper debate and consulta¬ 
tion around the long-term funding of 
this.” 


A21 flyover opens as part of 
major road dualling scheme 


MOTORISTS got to use a major 
upgrade on the A21 for the first 
time on Friday, as work on dualling 
the key road between Pembury 
and Tonbridge continues. 

The carriageway improvements 
are seen as a major move towards 
easing the pressure heading into 
Tunbridge Wells which is a 
notorious Kent traffic blackspot. 

Drivers using the A21 through 


the Longfield junction will no 
longer need to stop at the old 
Longfield roundabout as the new 
flyover partially opens, with one 
lane open in each direction. 

It follows the reopening of 
Tonbridge Road in April and 
moving traffic on to new structures 
near Fairthorne village in June. The 
work is being carried out by 
Highways England. 


Royal visit for graduation 
ceremony in county town 


PRINCESS Eugenie of York was in 
Maidstone on Friday to take part in 
the European School of Osteopa¬ 
thy’s graduation ceremony 

She presented awards and 
spoke to graduates in what was her 
first official engagement since 
becoming the royal patron of the 
organisation. 

ESO principal Charles Bruford 
said: ‘ ‘We are thrilled she was able 


to take part in the ceremony 
‘ ‘Graduation marks the culmina¬ 
tion of four years of intensive study 
for our students and heralds the 
start of their osteopathic careers. 
Having the princess here to 
celebrate with us has made the 
occasion all the more special.’ ’ 
Princes Eugenie is the daughter 
of Prince Andrew and Sarah, Duch¬ 
ess ofYork.

MP pleads innocence as 
he appears in court over 
2015 election expenses

CRAIG Mackinlay has pleaded not 
guilty to charges relating to his ex¬ 
penses during the 2015 general elec¬ 
tion. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
charged the Conservative MP for 
South Thanet last month with of¬ 
fences under the Representation of 
the People Act 1983 following an in¬ 
vestigation into spending during the 
campaign two years ago, where he 
beat then-Ukip leader Nigel Farage. 

Mr Mackinlay, who gave his ad¬ 
dress as Sion Hill, Ramsgate, arrived 
at Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday with his wife Kati. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
said the decision to press charges 
came after an investigation by Kent 
Police concerning allegations relat¬ 
ing to Conservative Party expendi¬ 
ture during the 2015 election cam¬ 
paign and before the June 11 
statutory time limit on prosecutions. 

Mr Mackinlay faces two counts of

making a false election expenses 
declaration while election agent 
Nathan Gray, 28, from Hawkhurst, 
faces one. 

Campaign director Marion Little, 
62, faces three counts related to aid¬ 


ing Mr Mackinlay and Mr Gray in 
making false declarations. 

Speaking after the charge was is¬ 
sued, Mr Mackinlay, who has been 
backed by Theresa May, said: “Our 
justice system is underpinned by the 
presumption of innocence and I am 
confident that I will be acquitted as I 
have done nothing wrong and acted 
honestly and properly whilst a can¬ 
didate in 2015, and as all candidates 
do, acted upon advice throughout. 

“Clearly this is a shocking decision 
by the CPS, given that I’ve done 
nothing wrong and I am confident 
that this will be made very clear as 
the matter progresses. 

“I am very disappointed with the 
way this has been handled by the 
CPS and Kent Police.” 

Last month, the 50-year-old held 
on to his South Thanet seat with an 
increased majority of 6,387, just one 
week after it was announced he 
would be prosecuted. 

All three defendants were released 
on unconditional bail ahead of their 
next appearance at Southwark 
Crown Court on August 1.

Everett retires 
as director of 
the Marlowe 


AFTER 23 years in the job, the director 
of Canterbury’s Marlowe Theatre, Mark 
Everett, this week confirmed he is to 
retire. 

A popular figure within the theatre 
community, he oversaw the complete 
rebuild of the theatre between 2009 and 
2011 into the new state-of-the-art 
structure it is today. 

He will step down in October. 

The 65-year-old admitted leaving will 
be a “wrench” but added: “I believe my 
timing is right as with the many 
exciting developments facing the 
Marlowe, there is an excellent opportu¬ 
nity for someone new to take it into the 
next phase of its history. 

“I have spent half my theatre career 
here and there have been many 
extraordinary changes both at the 
venue and in the cultural life and profile 
of Canterbury. I am very proud to have 
played a part in some of these and I am 
delighted that, as I leave the Marlowe, 
its local and national reputation has 
never been higher.” 

Paula Gillespie will become the acting 
director for the interim period following 
his departure. She has been general 
manager since 2008 and to ensure a 
seamless handover, will work closely 
with the outgoing director between now 
and October. 


Stolen identity tax 
credit fraudster jailed 

TWO members of a crime group who attemped to 
claim £10.2 million in tax credits using stolen 
identities have been jailed for eight years and 
nine months. 

Adedamola Oyebode, 30, of Lewisham, worked 
as an events and marketing assistant for the Civil 
Service Sports Council (CSSC) and in April and 
June 2009. She accessed the CSSC’s password 
protected membership system and stole personal 
details of 10,300 members. 

She then passed on data to her brother-in-law, 
Oluwatobi Odeyemi, known as Emmanuel, 34, 
from Gravesend. 

Odeyemi was a key facilitator in the operation, 
managing the stolen data used to make false tax 
credit claims. 

Of the 10,300 identities stolen, 2,504 were used 
to make fraudulent claims resulting in £2.4m 
being paid out. Had the fraud not been uncov¬ 
ered, it is estimated that at least another £7.8m 
would have been paid. 


Tigers in the running 
for diversity award 

THE Second Battalion, The Princess of Wales’ Royal 
Regiment (Two PWRR) has been shortlisted for a 
diversity award. 

Two PWRR, who recruit from Kent and used to be 
based at Canterbury’s Howe Barracks, has been 
shortlisted for the diverse company of the year award 
at the National Diversity Awards, taking place on 
September 8 in Liverpool. 

The event ‘ ‘provides recognition for excellence 
regardless of race, faith, religion, gender, gender 
identity, sexual orientation, age, disability and culture’ ’. 

Over 22,000 nominations were received this year. 

The PWRR, also known as The Tigers, specialises 
in dismounted close combat and must train to fight in 
all types of terrain. 

Currently based in Cyprus, in recent years it has 
conducted operations across the globe, including in 
Iraq, Afghanistan, Bosnia. 

Commanding officer, lieutenant colonel James 
Skelton said: 1 ‘Diversity and inclusivity are the 
foundations on which our operational success is built.’ ’ 


NSPCC warning as 
FGM cases reported 

THERE have been 20 cases of female genital 
mutiliation (FGM) identified in the county over the last 
year, according to figures released by the NHS this 
week. 

The statistics cover from April 2016 to March 2017 
and formed part of9,000 cases identified or treated 
across the nation. The figures show a slight drop on 
the year before, but the Royal College of Nursing said 
the fall was ‘ ‘not fast enough’ ’. 

A spokesman for children’s charity the NSPCC 
said: ‘ ‘Once more, these figures highlight that FGM 
continues to affect hundreds of girls and women 
living in communities across England. 

' ‘FGM is child abuse. Despite being illegal for over 
30 years, too many people are still being subjected to 
it and it is right that health services have started to 
properly record evidence of this horrendous practice. 

‘ ‘Out helpline is contacted more than once a day by 
people worried about girls who may have suffered, 
or are at risk of, FGM. Wee need to end the silence 
that surrounds FGM to better protect children.’ ’ 
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£3.2bn entertainment resort 
strikes deal to use Essex port

THE company behind the proposed multi¬ 
billion pound leisure resort on the Swans- 
combe peninsula has struck a deal with the 
Port of Tilbury in Essex to use its facilities 
during the construction of the park. 

The London Resort - which confirmed last 
month it has ended a licensing deal with 
movie studio Paramount - says a memoran¬ 
dum of understanding has been agreed with 
the Port of Tilbury London Ltd (POTL) to use 
the port and its facilities as the main location 
for storage, loading, discharge, barge opera¬ 
tions and other services when construction 
finally begins on the park. 

A formal planning bid will be submitted to 
the government in November. If the develop¬ 
ment consent order gets the green light, 
those behind the project say the park should 
be open for business by 2022. 

Costing some £3.2billion and creating 
33,000 jobs during construction and opera¬ 
tion, the park needs to get that planning 
consent before it can confirm the investment 
needed to actually build the hugely ambi¬ 
tious project. 

Touted as eventually being one of the top 
10 leisure destinations in the world, funding 
so far has only been secured to get the 


scheme through the official planning stage. 

Speaking of the port deal, Humphrey Per¬ 
cy, CEO of London Resort Company Hold¬ 
ings, which is driving the project forward, 
said: “We have always spoken of our com¬ 
mitment to make use of the Thames both 
during construction and operation. 

“Reaching a memorandum of understand¬ 
ing with the Port of Tilbury underlines this 
commitment and is a further step in deliver¬ 
ing a truly global destination.” 

Charles Hammond, group chief executive 


from Forth Ports, owner of the port, added: 
“By using the River Thames, there is not 
only a reduction in the road miles impact 
but it also helps to reduce congestion on 
the road network.” 

Following the ending of the Paramount 
licensing rights deal - which KoS under¬ 
stands to have been agreed in principle 
several months ago - those behind the park 
say they are now in talks with a host of 
other major studios to strike big name 
deals. 


Bag 'thrown' sparks 
hospital evacuation 

DOZENS of patients were evacuated from a 
hospital on Tuesday morning, following reports a 
bag was thrown into a waiting area. 

Police were called to Sittingbourne Memorial 
Hospital in Bell Road. 

A spokesperson said: “Officers attended the 
scene and located the bag and the contents were 
found to be non-suspicious.” 

The hospital declined to comment. 

Major water works to 
take up to 20 weeks 

A £470,000 scheme to lay a new water main in 
Ashford begins on July 24 and is expected to take 
20 weeks to complete. 

South East Water’s pipe will run from the Orchard 
Heights roundabout on the A20 to Fougeres Way. A 
drop-in session for more information takes place at 
the Ashford International on July 12 between 4-6pm.

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Guns haul recovered from 
vehicle bound for county 



A MASSIVE guns haul has been 
recovered from a vehicle on the 
French side of the Channel Tunnel 
as it prepared to enter Kent last 
weekend, police say. 

Seventy-nine “viable” weapons 
were recovered from the trailer of 
the vehicle stopped at Coquelles on 
Saturday by Border Force officers. 

Two men - a Polish and a Czech 
national - have been arrested in 
connection with the raid, which 
was part of a joint operation by the 
National Crime Agency (NCA) and 
detectives from Scotland Yard’s 
organised crime unit. 

Graham Gardner, the NCA’s 
deputy director of investigations, 
said: “Our recent threat assessment 
highlights that handguns are still 
commonly favoured by some 
criminal groups in the UK. 


“They may not be the largest 
firearm, but they are easily 
concealable and lethal in the hands 
of anyone prepared to use them.” 

The 4mm and 6mm weapons 
and ammunition were found 


hidden in specially-adapted engine 
blocks, the NCA said. 

Six other Poles - four men and 
two women - who were arrested at 
the scene will face no further 
action. 


Board recommends Noye 
for open prison transfer 


ROAD-RAGE killer Kenneth 
Noye could be moved to an 
open prison, following a 
recommendation by the Parole 
Board. 

Noye, now 70, was convicted 
of murder in April 2000 and 
sentenced to life with a 
minimum term of 16 years, 
after stabbing 21-year-old 
electrician Stephen Cameron 
from Dartford to death in an 
attack on the M25 in 1996. 

He was recommended for 
release a year ago but then- 
justice secretary Michael Gove 
blocked the move, much to the 
relief of the victim’s family. 

However, Noye then won a 
High Court appeal in February 
against a decision blocking him 
access to an open prison, and 
Mr Cameron’s father, Ken, 
feared the killer could be 


released in a matter of months. 

A Parole Board spokesman 
said: “We can confirm that a 
three-member panel of the 
Parole Board has not directed 
the release of Kenneth Noye. 
However, they have recom¬ 
mended that he be transferred 
to open conditions. This is a 
recommendation only and the 
MOJ will now consider the 
advice and make the final 
decision. Under current 
legislation, Mr Noye will be 
eligible for a further review 
within two years. 

“The date of the next review 
will be set by the MOJ.” 

An MOJ spokesperson added: 
“The independent Parole Board 
has made its recommendation. 
We will carefully consider this 
and make a decision in due 
course.”

R EACTION times when us¬ 
ing a mobile phone whilst 
driving are slower than 
being at the drink drive 
limit or whilst smoking 
cannabis, according to fresh re¬ 
search. 

Kent County Council chiefs are re¬ 
inforcing the importance of people 
ditching their mobiles whilst driving 
as they launched a month-long cam¬ 
paign into encouraging safety this 
week. 

A survey by KCC found 73 per cent 
of people fear the biggest risk to them 
on the roads is drivers using their 
phones whilst at the wheel. 

The awareness campaign aims to 
remind drivers that phones cause a 
huge distraction and that it is a myth 
to think that it is possible to concen¬ 
trate fully on two things at once. 

Road safety team leader at KCC, 
Vicky Harvey, said: “The reality is 
that no two activities can be given 
equal attention - one task will always 
be more dominant. 

“It’s not simply splitting your atten¬ 
tion 50:50, it’s more like 95:5 with 
the task seeming the most important 
taking over - with drivers using a 
phone that means the call or text 
completely takes over from the driv¬ 


ing. 

“With a task as important as driv¬ 
ing, even just a slip in concentration 
due to a mobile phone could lead to 
severe consequences. 

“It impairs reaction time, reduces 
concentration levels, leads to poorer 
judgment of speed and distance and 
reduces your field of vision. 

“Drivers using mobile phones make 


the roads less safe for us all.” 

KCC’s research gives strong back¬ 
ing to the continuing need to raise 
drivers’ awareness of the increased 
risk they place themselves in when 
using a mobile phone at the wheel 
and to remind them that Kent Police 
are actively looking for them. 

Chief Inspector Peter Steenhuis 
from Kent Police’s roads policing unit 


said: “Using a mobile phone at the 
wheel is very distracting and forms 
one of the fatal four driving offences: 
drink/drug driving, not wearing a 
seat belt, excessive speed and driving 
while distracted. 

“In many cases distracted driving 
is the cause of serious accidents 
which could have otherwise been 
prevented.” 


Paedo jailed 
for grooming 

A PAEDOPHILE who attempted to 
groom a teenage boy online has been 
jailed for 12 months. 

James Hope, 39 and of Preston 
Grove in Faversham, was arrested at 
the town’s train station in September 
last year following indecent online 
conversations he had been having 
with a person he believed to be a 
15-year-old child. 

In these conversations he dis¬ 
cussed and planned sexual activity 
with the child, not realising it was in 
fact an adult. Hope was sentenced on 
Wednesday after previously pleading 
guilty to one count of grooming. 

Security deal 
for Manston 

ONE of the major parties working to 
re-open Manston Airport has signed 
a deal for fire and security services 
on the site. 

RiverOak Strategic Partners is 
consulting with the public ahead of a 
planned development consent order 
(DCO) of the land. 

The site is curently owned by 
bosses behind the Stone Hill Park 
project, which aims to deliver 2,500 
homes and leisure facilities.

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MP’s fury as 
offer made 
to build new 
hospital site 

Canterbury’s Rosie Duffield says she 
does not want to see the site sold off to 
make way for yet more housing

NEWLY-ELECTED Labour MP for 
Canterbury, Rosie Duffield, has 
launched a scathing attack after re¬ 
vealing she was not informed of pro¬ 
posals to build a new hospital in 
the city announced earlier this 
week. 

Ms Duffield, who beat Conserva¬ 
tive stalwart Sir Julian Brazier in a 
stunning general election result last 
month, said she was not consulted 
on the proposals by council leader 
Simon Cook or neighbouring MP 
Helen Whately. 

Bosses at Kent & Canterbury Hos¬ 
pital have come under fire in recent 
months as hundreds of patients who 
would normally be taken to its ur¬ 
gent care centre by ambulance are 
currently being taken instead to 
emergency departments at other 
sites in Ashford and Margate. 

The decision was a result of an¬ 
other controversial call to move 
more than half of the junior doctors 
at the Canterbury site to the Wil¬ 


liam Harvey and QEQM, due to a 
lack of permanent consultant doc¬ 
tors who oversee and support their 
training. 

News that developer Mark Quinn 
of Quinn Estates was interested in 
replacing the existing hospital 
buildings with new ones was wel¬ 
comed by Mrs Whately and cam¬ 
paigners at Concern for Health in 
East Kent (CHEK), if it meant seeing 
services return to the city. 

Ms Duffield, however, says she has 
reservations over the proposals: 
“Let me say this clearly, the people 
of Canterbury, Whitstable and the 
villages say the Kent & Canterbury 
Hospital is not for sale. 

“I have already had many repre¬ 
sentations from local constituents 
seriously concerned about rumours 
that there has been a long-term 
plan aimed at selling off the very 
valuable Kent & Canterbury site. 

“On behalf of all my constituents, 
I shall be rigorously questioning 
this sudden proposal. 

“I fought and won the election lo¬ 
cally on a clear platform that NHS 
assets are not for sale.” 


The MP said the announcement 
confirmed “suspicions” many local 
people have, as East Kent Hospitals 
Trust looks to roll specialist services 
currently offered at its three east 
Kent hospitals into just one site. 

CHEK chair, Ken Rogers, told KoS 
he thought the news was positive 
and that any plans to have one ‘su¬ 
per hospital’ would surely have to be 
based in the cathedral city. 

“This is the first part of the jigsaw 
and very good news because it gives 
us a base to add support to and ne¬ 
gotiate along the way,” he said. 

“We need to move services back to 
Canterbury and we know they are 
looking at one specialist site and 
we’re looking for that to be in the 
centre of east Kent, which is Canter¬ 
bury.” 

The offer from Mr Quinn is to 
build the shell of a new hospital as 
well as around 2,000 additional 
homes on surrounding land. 

Part of the land earmarked by the 


development is allocated for hous¬ 
ing in the city council’s emerging 
local plan, but part is not. 

This therefore means the proposal 
would require very careful future 
consideration in planning terms 
and council chiefs insist a formal 
planning application is some way 
off. 

The developer has had early dis¬ 
cussions with the council, and these 
have been outlined to the NHS, 
while the feasibility of the idea will 
now be given further examination. 

Council leader, Simon Cook, said: 
“The future of the Kent & Canter¬ 
bury Hospital is important to all of 
us, so when proposals like this are 
put forward, they should be given 
proper and serious examination. 

“Given the number of parties that 
are involved in this, it will be a com¬ 
plicated process, and more informa¬ 
tion will be made available in due 
course.” 

Accountable officer, Canterbury 
and Coastal Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, Simon Perks, said: “We 
are working with the public to de¬ 
velop proposals for our longer-term 
strategy for healthcare in east Kent, 
both in and out of hospital, for pub¬ 
lic consultation next spring. 

“It is important to look at all pos¬ 
sible options and we will discuss this 
proposal with Canterbury City 
Council as part of this work.” 

Chief executive at the East Kent 
trust, Matthew Kershaw, added: 
“We want to provide the best health¬ 
care possible for our patients and we 
will continue to work closely with 
Canterbury City Council to look at 
this and any other potential op¬ 
tions, as part of the longer-term 
strategy for our hospitals.” 

Mrs Whately, MP for Faversham 
and Mid Kent, orchesterated a Com¬ 
mons debate on the hospital’s future 
last month and reacted positively to 
this week’s announcement. 

“I’ve been pushing for plan and 
it’s really good to see the city coun¬ 
cil, the NHS and a developer work¬ 
ing together now to make this hap¬ 
pen,” she said. 

“In my conversations with the 


government about how we might 
fund a new hospital, it’s been made 
clear to me that a significant local 
contribution towards the costs is vi¬ 
tal, so this could be a really good 
start. 

“I want excellent healthcare for 
my constituents in east Kent and 
the best way to get that is with an 
outstanding local hospital. 

“Doctors at a Faversham Health 
Matters meeting last Friday said 
that having a specialist hospital at 
Canterbury - at the centre of east 
Kent - would be much the best an¬ 
swer for patients and I’ll be doing all 
I can to make it happen. 

“The question is how we fund it, 
and this proposal could make all the 
difference. 

“I have asked health minister, 
Philip Dunne, for a meeting to for¬ 
mally discuss this offer and how we 
might turn the dream of a new hos¬ 
pital into a reality.” 

Ms Duffield was in attendance at 
the Westminster debate but accused 
the Tory MP of backtracking on 
pledges made during the discussion 
and slammed local chiefs for leaving 
her in the dark over the plans. 

“We do not have problems in our 
local NHS due to overspending,” she 
said. 

“Far from it, these problems are 
caused by underfunding. 

“Until we have a government 
committed to funding the NHS sus¬ 
tainably, and ending the current 
scandalous waste of NHS money on 
endless ‘commissioning’ exercises 
resulting in fragmentation and hiv¬ 
ing services off to profiteers, we will 
not have the kind of long term fu¬ 
ture we want for our local hospital 
and NHS services. 

“Local people will be angered that 
this announcement by Tories Simon 
Cook and Helen Whately is simply 
naked party politicking contradict¬ 
ing her statement to the House she 
wanted ‘cross party’ work to save 
the hospital. 

“Neither of them had the courtesy 
of informing the local MP of these 
proposals. That’s simply not good 
enough.” 
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Pressure is 
rising as MPs 
urged to help 
blood battle 

Victims of the contaminated blood 
scandal have written to all the county’s 
MPs calling on them to help get justice

KENT victims of the contaminated 
blood scandal have this week written 
to all MPs in the county calling on 
them to unite to demand a public in¬ 
quiry into what has been described as 
“the worst treatment disaster in the 
history of the NHS”. 

The move comes as pressure contin¬ 
ues to grow on the government to fi¬ 
nally deliver some form of justice to 
the thousands of innocent victims 
who continue to suffer after being 
given contaminated blood in the 
1970s and 80s. 

Prime minister Theresa May hinted 
there may be a slight shift in her previ¬ 
ously tough stance when on Wednes¬ 
day she confirmed health ministers 
“will look at any new evidence that is 
brought forward” following a string of 
claims over what officials knew at the 
time about the issue. 

The vast majority of victims were 
haemophiliacs. They suffer an inher¬ 
ited condition which prevents their 
blood from clotting naturally. In order 
to prevent life-risking bleeds, they 
were treated with Factor VIII - a blood 
product pooled from a variety of do¬ 
nors. By being administered with this, 


their blood would clot, naturally, for a 
brief period. 

However, given the demand for the 
product, many drug companies 
sourced their blood for use in the 
product by paying donors. Thus pris¬ 
oners and drug addicts in the US 
would donate. Their infected blood - 
carrying the likes of hepatitis C, which 
attacks the liver, and HIV - was then 
used in treatments, passing the dis¬ 
eases on. 

In this country, the NHS adminis¬ 
tered the product which left more 
than 4,500 infected. Some 2,400 
have subsequently died. Many survi¬ 
vors continue to be hugely affected by 
their illness. 

After years of increasing noise 
about the scandal, there does finally 
seem to be some sign the government 
may find the relentless and increasing 
pressure too much to bear. 

That will have intensified after all 
Kent MPs received a letter from the 
wife of victim Steve Dymond, 61, from 
Broadstairs. A haemophiliac who 
contracted hepatitis C as a result of 
treatment received when he was a 
child, the couple have been vocal 
campaigners. 

In her letter, Mr Dymond’s wife, Su 
Gorman, said: “We have received ex¬ 
cellent support from our local MP

Craig Mackinlay, and we are in agree¬ 
ment with his view this cannot be a 
specifically constituency matter. 

“There are victims in many constit¬ 
uencies who do not feel able to come 
forward and make their voices heard 
because of the continuing stigma and 
shame associated with conditions 
such as HIV/AIDS and hepatitis C. 
Hence bringing our renewed demand 
for an official inquiry to your atten¬ 
tion. 

“We hope you will join the cross 
party support in commending the ur¬ 
gent need for this inquiry in the inter¬ 
ests of truth and justice for the haemo¬ 
philiac families victim of the 
contaminated blood scandal.” 

Last month, a petition was handed 
in to Number 10 reiterating the call 
for an inquiry and for a full and fair 
compensation package to be agreed. 

Having ruled out a public inquiry in 
the past, and failing to respond to calls 
from victims for compensation pay¬ 
ments, the prime minster found her¬ 
self quizzed again during prime min¬ 
ister’s questions in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday. 

Responding to a question by former 
Labour minister Diana Johnson who 
quoted former Leigh MP Andy Burn¬ 
ham - who described the scandal as 
involving a “criminal cover up on an 
industrial scale” - in pushing for an 
inquiry, the PM said: “Serious allega¬ 
tions have been made, and ministers 
at the Department of Health will obvi¬ 
ously look at information that has 
been brought to the House. We are 
providing more compensation than 
any previous government, and we 
committed £125 million extra fund¬ 
ing last July for those affected by the 
contaminated blood tragedy. The De¬ 
partment of Health will look at any 
new evidence that is brought for¬ 
ward.” 

Health ministers have previously 
resisted calls for a fresh inquiry into 
contaminated blood, which has al¬ 
ready been subject to two official re¬ 
views. 

Speaking to KoS this week, Steve 


FOR two years this newspaper has 
sought to raise awareness of the 
contaminated blood scandal. 

We have worked with victims 
who have tirelessly beaten the 
drum asking for fair treatment in 
terms of compensation and 
answers to the questions as to just 
how it could ever have happened. 
For many, they do this while riding 
a rollercoaster of emotions and 
tackling their own health issues. 

Despite setback after setback, 
they have refused to step back - 
instead continuing to shout loudly 


Dymond said: “Speaking in the after- 
math of the Grenfell Tower fire, com¬ 
munities secretary Saijid Javid as¬ 
sured that government intended ‘to 
seek justice for those people who have 
been failed. This tragedy should weigh 
on the consciousness of every person 
tasked with making a decision so this 
can never happen again’. 

“The same words could equally ap¬ 
ply to the many haemophiliac victims 
of the contaminated blood scandal 
and their families - if Mrs May is sin¬ 
cere in her manifesto pledge then she 
will set up an inquiry into this historic 
wrongdoing. 

“According to reports this week, the 
government is being dragged in front 
of the High Court acccused of know¬ 
ingly using contaminated blood prod¬ 
ucts on haemophiliacs and conduct¬ 
ing illegal experiments on 
haemophiliac patients including 
young children. 

“It is time the incision into the very 
heart of the haemophilia community 
made by the reckless and deliberate 
dispensing of contaminated Factor 
VIII concentrates to one of the most 
vulnerable communities, should be 
examinated in the cold forensic light 
of an inquiry. 

“The betrayal and lies heaped upon 


until someone in power hears their 
voices. 

In those two years, the momen¬ 
tum to their calls has risen and 
fallen like waves on a shore. But 
now the tidal force appears 
unstoppable. Their clear demon¬ 
stration of failure by the state 
cannot be ignored any longer. 

There must come a time when 
even the PM decides she has 
fielded enough questions on the 
topic that she makes the move to 
launch the inquiry it deserves. 

That time should be now.

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Sun shines as 
thousands 
head to the 
county show 

Despite a major car crash causing chaos on the 
roads on Friday and added security checks in 
place, organisers are expecting bumper crowds

MORE than 80,000 people are expected to de¬ 
scend on the Kent Showground in Detling this 
weekend for one of the traditional highlights of 
the county’s calendar. 

The Kent County Show opened its gates on 
Friday, bathed in sunshine and blue skies, and 
runs until Sunday night. 

Forecasters say the weather will remain dry 
and warm throughout the event. 

Organised by the Kent County Agricultural 
Society, those attending will be treated to the 
traditional diet served up by the show which 
celebrates the county’s rural lifestyle. 

Alongside displays of locally grown food and 
drink, will be livestock, displays, demonstra¬ 
tions and plenty more besides. 

However, many of those heading to the show 
on Friday found themselves caught up in hor¬ 
rendous traffic jams which had a knock-on ef¬ 
fect to many key arteries across the county, 
following a crash in the early hours on the 
M20. 

One man was airlifted to a London hospital 
following the crash between two lorries on the 
London-bound section of the motorway just 
next to junction seven - the turn-off for Detling 
and the route taken by most show traffic. 

The London-bound carriageway was com¬ 
pletely closed for more than nine hours to al¬ 
low the lorries and the debris left behind to be 
cleared away, as well as repairs to the central 
reservation. 

At one stage, traffic queues stretched back 
seven miles, delaying many exhibitors and 
visitors from reaching the showground. 

As traffic during the morning rush hour at¬ 
tempted to avoid the area, the M2 also slowed 
to a snail’s pace. 

Lucy Hegarty, show manager said, “Despite 
the major road traffic incident on the M20, we 
have had good numbers of visitors come 
through the gates on Friday. The good weather 
has helped encourage people to join us.” 

Organisers were shy of confirming advance 
ticket sales this year, describing them as 
“good”, but expected a buzz on social media as 
crowds flocked to encourage visitors to the 
show over the weekend. 

Those attending have been advised to arrive 
a little earlier than normal due to heightened 
security checks. 

All bags coming into the site are being 
searched and there is an increased security

presence. 

Kevin Attwood, chairman of the Kent Coun¬ 
ty Agricultural Society, explained: “The addi¬ 
tional security at the entrances is working well 
and we hope that our visitors understand that 
we have taken advice from official channels to 
ensure that we are being responsible in the 
wake of recent terror attacks. 

“We also advise our visitors to be responsible 
in this heat, wear sunscreen and drink plenty 
of water. All water on the site is mains fed and 
perfectly fine to drink unless otherwise stated. 
We also suggest that dog owners make sure 
their animals stay hydrated and cool whilst at 
the show.” 

Open from 8 am to 6pm every day, the show 
this year boasts more than 400 exhibitors and 
trade stands and over 300 competitions, activi¬ 
ties and displays. 

Adds a spokesman for the event: “For those 
who have never attended the show before, it is 
a showcase event for farming, countryside and 
rural life. It brings together the very best of 
Kent with animals and food, fun and excite¬ 
ment and above all a sense of what the Garden 
of England has to offer.”

Certainly on Friday morning, as 
crowds began to gather, the show’s 
huge sprawling attractions looked set 
to do brisk business. 

With stalls selling everything from 
hand-crafted wooden sculptures to 


outdoor hot tubs, and plenty of ani¬ 
mals to see, in addition to a fairground 
and large displays of classic cars, mo¬ 
torbikes and agricultural machinery, 
there will be plenty to entertain fami¬ 
lies. 


Environment minister Therese Cof¬ 
fey attended on the Friday morning to 
listen to the concerns of farmers as the 
nation braces itself for the uncertain¬ 
ty caused by Brexit. 

While show organisers were swift 


to point out they were a non-political 
organisation, there was much discus¬ 
sion as to just how leaving the EU will 
impact on an industry which relies 
heavily on European subsidies and a 
migrant workforce. 


The Conservative minister ex¬ 
plained: “My visit came at a crucial 
time for the county - and country’s - 
producers and growers.

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Teeing up success for the future 

Ahead of the Open, Tom Pyman takes a look at how the next generation are falling in love with golf

A S The Open golf champi¬ 
onship returns next 
weekend, confidence is 
growing in the county 
that Kent could soon 
produce a player capable of winning 
the famous Claret Jug. 

The event rolls into Lancashire next 
Sunday before it returns to Royal St 
George’s in Sandwich in 2020, by 
which time sports chiefs are hoping 
even more young talent will be begin¬ 
ning to emerge. 

In Bearsted’s Matt Ford, Kent has a 
regular on the European Tour, but ar¬ 
guably nobody to really challenge the 
elite at showpiece tournaments like 
The Open. 

However, a number of initiatives are 
underway across the county to help 
break down typical barriers to the 
sport, and encourage a whole new 
generation of young golfers. 

In 2000, the Golf Foundation 
launched a ‘mini’ version of the sport 
specifically for use by young children 
in primary and junior school, known 
as Tri-Golf. 

This involved developing youngster- 
friendly equipment that has proved to 
be popular with children, affordable 
for schools, and easy for teachers to 
use. 

In addition, resources giving ideas 
for games and activities that can be 
linked with the PE and educational 
curriculum were produced, and a 
three-hour teacher training workshop 
was introduced. 

All of this has led to an explosion in 
the amount of golf activity taking 
place in primary and junior schools. 


The Golf Foundation’s development 
manager for Kent and the south east, 
Andy Wright, told KoS last year he 
hoped Danny Willett’s Masters tri¬ 
umph would help spark further inter¬ 
est but says recent growth can be at¬ 
tributed to a number of different 
factors. 

“Participation numbers have been 
good but there are a number of factors, 
not just Danny’s success,” he said this 
week. 

“You could say if he had kept the ball 
rolling the impact would have been 
even greater but the game is continu¬ 
ing to grow and more and more clubs 
are getting kids involved.” 

Golf often has to overcome the stere¬ 
otype that it is only for those living in 
rural, affluent areas, and so the foun¬ 
dation has also introduced schemes 
like StreetGolf, where kids hone skills 
by chipping balls into basketball 
hoops, for example. 

Mr Wright says the project encour¬ 
ages creativity, which can then be 
transferred onto the course. 

England Golf is the governing body 
of the sport at an amateur level and 
club support officer for Kent, Charles 
Molony, also believes the drive to in¬ 
crease enthusiasm among youngsters 
is proving successful. 

He told KoS: “In Kent we have got 
golf clubs that are being proactive and 
changing offers to suit the changing 
lifestyle of people and offer more value 
for money. 

“Some are quicker to change and 
stay ahead of the curve, but some are 
stuck in the Stone Age a bit and say 
‘we’ve always done this, it worked 20 


years ago’ - my job is to try and change 
that. 

“Up until last year, there was a two 
per cent decline in numbers but now 
we’ve stabilised it. 

“Golf is perceived as a rule-orientat¬ 
ed and competitive sport - if you go 
into a club there are competition 
boards everywhere. 

“There may still be that perception 
but if you call up a golf club, nine out of 
ten of them will be an academy mem¬ 
bership or trial membership. 

“It’s about getting that person on 
the conveyor belt. People are not going 
to make a big jump from temptation to 
full membership - you have to offer lit¬ 
tle breadcrumbs.” 

Some youngsters, however, are 
throwing themselves into the game 
from a young age, such as Matt Ford’s 
seven-year-old daughter, Teagan, who 
is hoping a Masters for ladies will be 
established in the coming years. 

She has attended Tudor Park in 
Bearsted from the age of two, and is a 
junior club member and a regular face 
at its Junior Golf Camps, which are 
hosted during school holiday times. 

Although the camps are attracting 
more girls these days, in the past, Tea¬ 
gan often found herself the only one 
playing alongside boys, but that didn’t 
faze her. 

“I don’t mind playing with boys and 
I like to show them that it is not just 
boys that can play golf,” she said. 

As for her father, he is not too far 
away from being able to dine at the 
sport’s top table, according to Mr Mol¬ 
ony, who emphasised how small the 
line between success and failure can 


be at a professional level. 

“I don’t know why we haven’t got 
anyone in the top 100 in the world, but 
it’s just very competitive, and the mar¬ 
gins at that level are so fine,” he said. 

“What Matt is doing differently to 
someone like Justin Rose, it’s probably 
a shot per round - that’s the difference 
between being in the top 10 and win¬ 
ning millions of pounds and just get¬ 
ting by.” 

Steve Wolfe is CEO of Kent Sports 
Trust Foundation, which aims to in¬ 
crease participation across the county, 
and also hopes to see a star figure 
emerging from the county in the com¬ 
ing years. 

He said: “For a county with a deep 
and rich association with golf, most 
notably being home to three current or 
former Open Championship venues, it 
is strange and puzzling that Kent 
hasn’t produced a top-class golfer. 


“And with almost 100 courses in to¬ 
tal in the Garden of England, we aren’t 
short of facilities here. 

“Having had meetings with Charles 
Molony, we know first-hand that the 
sport’s authorities are trying to engage 
with young people and encourage the 
next generation to pick up a set of clubs 
via the Golf Express initiative and free 
community sessions on Margate 
beach, for example. 

“Success breeds success to a large 
extent, though, so once Kent does pro¬ 
duce its own version of Justin Rose or 
Danny Willett, a crop of suitably in¬ 
spired international-class talent could 
well emerge from within the county. 

“Sporting success on the whole is cy¬ 
clical, of course, so fingers crossed that 
golf’s answer to Dina Asher-Smith, 
Sam Billings, Tom Ransley, and Ash¬ 
ley Jackson here in Kent is just around 
the corner.”

Brave Billy is 
back behind 
the wheel after 
horror crash 


Teen racer who lost his legs just months 
ago raced again at Kent track this week

A TEENAGE racing driver 
who lost both legs in a 
horrific single-seater 
crash just 11 weeks ago 
was back in a racing car 

on Tuesday. 

Courageous Billy Monger returned 
to the cockpit of the racer at former FI 
Grand Prix circuit Brands Hatch in 
West Kingsdown. 

It was less than three months after 
sustaining life-changing injuries in 
the high-speed crash at Donington. 

Billy, from Surrey and nicknamed 
‘Billy the Whizz’, had both of his low¬ 
er legs amputated following the inci¬ 


dent in a British Formula 4 race just 
days before his 18th birthday. 

Brand Hatch said a campaign to 
raise funds for his rehabilitation has 
raised almost Tlmillion and at the 
same time he has been getting used to 
driving with hand controls behind 
the wheel of a specially-adapted golf 
cart. 

Billy’s return to the track has been 
with the assistance of Team BRIT, 
which helps disabled drivers and in¬ 
jured servicemen to compete in mot- 
orsport. 

He drove a Fun Cup endurance rac¬ 
er, with styling inspired by the classic 
VW Beetle and similar power to a per¬ 
formance hatchback, using hand 
controls fitted to the steering wheel. 

Team BRIT founder Dave Player, a

former Royal Engineer in the army, 
said: “Our aim is to be able to have 
drivers of all different disabilities 
compete on a level playing field. 

“We’ve designed the world’s most 
advanced set of hand controls and 
this week Billy was testing a new type 
of steering wheel. 

“The whole idea of this is, first of 
all, to give Billy his first time out on 
track, and secondly to get his race li¬ 
cence back to help him get back on his 
journey.” 

Billy added: “It’s been really good 
just to get back behind the wheel. 

“Massive thanks to Team BRIT for 
sorting this out, I can’t wait to be 
back again. 

“Team BRIT have got two steering 
wheels for me to try out. I’ve decided 


which one I prefer, now it’s just about 
perfecting the technique so that 
when I come back I’m up the front 
winning races.” 

Billy’s ambition now is to compete 
in the world-famous Le Mans 24 
Hours, and he’s teamed up with 
Frenchman Frederic Sausset, who 
raced at last year’s event despite los¬ 
ing both arms and legs through an 
illness. 

“The company that Frederic set up 
to get to Le Mans in 2020 is a great 
project,” Billy said. 

“Although the budget’s not fully 
there yet, it will be a great opportu¬ 
nity for me. It was inspirational meet¬ 
ing him; he’s a really nice guy and 
down to earth. 

“The opportunity that may happen 



in the future with him would be 
great, but I’m not 100 per cent com¬ 
mitted to anything yet, we’re just 
looking at different options to see 
what’s best for me in the future,” add¬ 
ed Billy, who is aiming to make his 
racing comeback next year. 

“There’s a lot of work involved in 
what’s going on with my own reha¬ 
bilitation, but that’s all going well, so 
hopefully we’ll be back out on track 
soon.” 


The teenager also had time to 
thank his many fans and followers, 
who have overwhelmed him with 
their help. 

“It’s been unbelievable and inspira¬ 
tional,” he said. “People keep saying 
I’m the inspiration but I think all 
these people coming together to sup¬ 
port someone who has gone through 
an accident like this, they’re the true 
inspiration. 

“Massive thanks to everyone who 


gave me support and I don’t think I’d 
be where I am today without this, so 
it’s been incredible.” 

His return at Brands was similiar 
to that of former Formula One and US 
CART racer Alex Zanardi. 

He too lost both legs in an horrific 
crash in 2001. However, he fought 
back to compete and win gold in the 
2012 Paralympic Games in London. 
He won two golds in the paracycling 
events, staged at the Kent circuit.

Dreaming of a happy 
and profitable future

A FTER the traumas of last 
year, Dreamland needs 
this to be a long glorious 
summer of sun, fun, 
smiles and, perhaps most 
significantly, revenue generation. 

Or, at least, demonstrate sufficient¬ 
ly the foundations for such money¬ 
making to be made over the coming 
years. 

While few would publicly say so, its 
very future will hang precariously in 
the balance should the considerable 
investment - some £25 million - made 
prior to its re-opening at the end of 
May, and the on-going planned im¬ 
provement works, fail to turn the site 
around. 

But the difference from this year to 
last is already significant. 

Gone is the ugly scaffolding which 
once acted as its ‘welcoming’ vision 
to those looking to have fun and 
spend money. Gone is the entrance 
fee which acted as a significant deter¬ 


rent for many for whom an early visit 
did little to encourage a return. 

As they exited, in came some key 
additions. Firstly, the number of rides 
has increased with some white 
knuckle additions to appeal to the 
young and the young at heart. 

For those who prefer to watch oth¬ 
ers have fun, then there’s now a ‘tree- 
top’ bar where you can enjoy a drink 
while looking out over the park. 
There are art installations, paint has 
clearly been applied and, simply, it 
looks like considerably more effort to 
appeal to people to part with their 
hard earned cash has been made. 

The entrance now has the original 
1930s Cinque Ports pub up and run¬ 
ning again - a far more welcoming 
site than tarpaulin and metal poles. 

Ziggy’s, just beside the main en¬ 
trance, is also welcoming visitors, 
with its roof-top bar likely to do brisk 
business if the sun shines this sum¬ 
mer season. 

But surely the biggest change - and 
something which moulds the herit¬ 
age aspect of the park with the new - 


is the introduction of a 15,000 capac¬ 
ity outdoor live arena. 

Visit when there’s not an event on, 
and it doubles up as a pleasant area 
for a picnic. On show days, then the 
stage comes alive and the music 
blasts out. 

It pulled off a major coup when the 
Gorillaz performed a sell-out inaugu¬ 
ral show in June. Perhaps more im¬ 
portantly, the feared traffic chaos 
around the town during the day 
failed to materialise, leaving many to 
encourage more similiar events. 

And certainly live music is a key 
component of the park. The Hall by 
the Sea - a 2,000-capacity venue in 
the corner of the park is now welcom¬ 
ing acts again. 

With a heritage which includes the 
Rolling Stones and The Who, in late 
September it will host the By The Sea 
Festival which features the likes of 
The Libertines. Again, another major 
booking for the venue. 

Dreamland still isn’t perfect and it 
still isn’t going to emulate its hey-day. 
Things were, let us not forget, differ¬ 


ent back then. Theme parks were 
small, our expectations more modest. 
The likes of Thorpe Park, Legoland 
and Alton Towers have made Mar¬ 
gate’s offering tiny in comparison. 

But it is moving in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

The aim of the improvements work 
was to get the park in the best possible 


state. That will, almost inevitably, 
mean it being sold to an operator who 
can see not just the potential but also 
build upon what is now there. 

Dreamland is looking far more se¬ 
cure today and for the benefit of the 
town’s economy, we should all keep 
our fingers crossed that stays the situ¬ 
ation.

Controversial parking 
review set for U-turn?

P LANS to scrap a contro¬ 
versial 135 per cent hike in 
hourly car parking rates at 
popular beach front car 
parks in Thanet are to be 
discussed later this month. 

An extraordinary cabinet meeting 
has been set for Tuesday, July 18 
where Thanet District Council (TDC) 
chiefs will assess whether to reduce 
charges for the first hour at car parks 
such as Minnis Bay, near Birchington 
and Albion Street in Broadstairs, fol¬ 
lowing a widespread public backlash. 

Hundreds of locals have signed a 
petition against the hike introduced 
back in April, which saw parking 
charges rise from £1.60 an hour to £4 
in some areas, with daily charges ris¬ 
ing from £8.50 to £12. 

There was also fury over plans to 
introduce parking along the seafront 
at Minnis Bay, sparking fears from 


traders it could put people off coming 
to the area. The spaces are currently 
free (pictured). 

Roy Irving, who launched the peti¬ 
tion, said: “Thanet depends on tour¬ 
ism and visitors. To increase car park¬ 
ing charges at main car parks 
throughout Thanet to the level pro¬ 
posed for 2017 will deter visitors and 
have a bad effect on the number of 
visitors and income for Thanet. 

“Businesses will also suffer from re¬ 
duced visitor numbers. High street 
businesses will also loose local trade 
as people will not pay £4 to park and 
shop, but drive to Westwoood Cross 
where they can park for free. 

“I see no justification for a first hour 
parking fee of £4.” 

South Thanet MP Craig Mackinlay 
also joined the chorus of criticism, 
saying: “Our beaches are one of our 
greatest assets and should be for eve¬ 
ryone to enjoy at a reasonable cost. 

“Yet by raising parking charges 
and not improving facilities, business 
owners will feel they are being pun¬ 


ished. 

“Joss Bay and other local businesses 
should not be priced out. These new 
charges will prevent local people from 
enjoying their facilities and this will 
impact on our tourist industry. It 
highlights the short sighted approach 
by TDC.” 

Indeed, Sally Gridley, owner of the 
Joss Bay Cafe, said the changes “ex¬ 
clude locals from their own beach”. 

In response to the backlash, a coun¬ 
cil committee met at the end of May to 
discuss the petition, and the possibili¬ 
ty of reducing the charge. 

During the meeting, chiefs agreed 
that revenue generated from parking 
charges should be directed to the 
same service in order to improve it 
and that any surplus should be car¬ 
ried forward to the following year 
rather than be allocated to the gener¬ 
al fund. 

Members also felt increased park¬ 
ing charges would discourage visitors 
from outside the district to visit the 
area’s attractions and local residents 


would also be discouraged for the 
same reason and urged the cabinet to 
“have a rethink”, which now appears 
to be on the cards. 

However, if the town hall does per¬ 
form a U-turn, councillors would need 
to consider recommending alterna¬ 
tive revenue sources to compensate 
for the loss of income. 

Council leader Chris Wells said: 
“The overview and scrutiny panel re¬ 
cently made recommendations fol¬ 
lowing a petition of 829 signatures on 
increases to summer parking charges 


in five car parks. 

“They considered a proposal from 
officers to introduce a compromise po¬ 
sition which would lower the charge 
for the first hour as this had generated 
such a strong public response. 

“Cabinet will be meeting shortly to 
reconsider this matter in light of these 
discussions and to consider the officer 
recommendation. 

“I have every reason to believe 
when the cabinet papers are pub¬ 
lished the council and residents will 
be happy with the results.”

Taking off with echoes of its war past

W HILE there remains 
much debate over the 
future of Manston Air¬ 
port, one corner of the 
site is assured a fu¬ 
ture. 

The Spitfire and Hurricane Memo¬ 
rial Museum has become a reminder 
of the site’s vital Battle of Britain her¬ 
itage and a honeypot to those want¬ 
ing to learn more about the aircraft 
which played such a vital role in de¬ 
fending our skies from the German 
Luftwaffe. 

The globally famous RAF fighter 
planes, the Supermarine Spitfire Mk 
XVI and the Hawker Hurricane IIC, 
are both housed at the museum - 
along with a host of other aviation 
attractions. 

Explains manager Matthijs 
Demedts: “We have a new homefront 
exhibition that came in last year, de¬ 
tailing the stories of the many civil¬ 
ians who supported The Few during 
the Second World War. 

“We have also launched an appeal 
to raise funds to install a 1/1 scale 
Spitfire cockpit which will feature an 
immersive simulator experience 


where visitors can ‘fly’ a Spitfire us¬ 
ing authentic Second World War 
style controls. 

“In order to install this we need to 
raise £15,000, of which we have al¬ 
ready secured £5,000 in donations 
from supporters and stakeholders. 

“This is a very important aspect for 
the museum and will create an as¬ 
tonishing attraction that will appeal 
to so many. 

“We already have what is probably 
the most significant RAF Second 
World War collection this side of Lon¬ 
don as we not only have original war¬ 
planes but we also have the full de¬ 
tails of the men who flew them and 
specific history pertaining to RAF 
Manston. 

“We have an original Hawker Hur¬ 
ricane Mk IIC fighter, which, like our 
Spitfire Mk XVI is on long term loan 
from the RAF Museum in Hendon. 

“It’s currently displayed in the col¬ 
ours of squadron leader Danny le Roy 
de Vivier, a Belgian pilot who flew a 
Hurricane of the same appearance 
over Dieppe in 1942. Our Spitfire was 
flown by several pilots of RCAF 403 
squadron and it shot down four ene¬ 
my war planes.” 

While efforts continue to get planes 
flying again at Manston, the land is 


currently owned by the developers 
behind the Stone Hill Park (SHP) 
project which intends to transform 
the site into houses. 

Mr Demedts said: “I cannot provide 
comment on SHP or other organisa¬ 
tions. 

“That said, the museum is a free¬ 
hold, as the freehold was gifted by 
SHP, and is secure for the future. 

“Our collection is vital, especially 
as, sadly, Second World War veterans 
are rapidly dwindling as time march¬ 


es on and it’s up to us to ensure their 
memory is kept alive so that future 
generations learn and understand 
the Second World War. 

“In keeping our collection together 
and accessible, it is my personal, al¬ 
beit somewhat naive hope, that our 
museum can, in some small way, play 
a role in teaching future generations 
that large scale world wars are never 
a solution to the world’s many prob¬ 
lems.” 

He said: “We are housing an ever 


increasing number of items of memo¬ 
rabilia and artefacts, both military 
and civil. 

“They are mainly from the Second 
World War, but include other eras 
too. 

“Our Spitfire Hall was officially 
opened in June 1981 and cost some 
£30,000 with the money coming 
from voluntary fund raising efforts 
and donations by the people of Than¬ 
et. 

“The Hurricane Hall was officially 
opened by Dame Vera Lynn in Octo¬ 
ber, 1988, to house the Hurricane 
LF751 and that cost over £100,000, 
being appreciably larger than the 
companion building. 

“Entrance to both is free, but it is 
always nice when visitors are able to 
take advantage of the shop. The car 
and coach parks are also free. 

“The museum only survives on 
generous donations from the public.” 

The Spitfire and Hurricane Memo¬ 
rial Museum is open seven days a 
week from 10-4pm during the winter 
and 10-5pm during the summer.

for summer of big shows 

Starting this weekend, Headcorn takes to the skies with spectacular line-up 


T HE skies above Headcorn 
will be alive with the 
sound of Battle of Britain 
aircraft as the first of a 
string of popular sum¬ 
mer shows at the venue take place.

Steering clear of all things dairy? You may want to think again according to cookery writer Annie Bell 


I N weight-watching terms, we 
all know now that refined sug¬ 
ar’s the real ‘enemy’, and those 
low-fat yogurts we’ve been 
spooning down for years are 
crammed with sugar to replace the fat. 

But with so many celebs giving up 
all animal products to go vegan - from 
Jay-Z and Beyonce to Jared Leto - we’re 
still a little bit confused about dairy.

She splits 
her time between a flat in London and 
a 17th century farmhouse in Nor¬ 
mandy, where the local markets are 
full of artisanal cheeses, and is a big 
advocate for dairy. She even calls it a 
“superfood” in her new book, The 
Modern Dairy. 

Annie gave up dairy for several 


years after her mum died seven years 
ago - but a check-up at the doctor’s 
turned out to be a wake-up call. 

“I had this real loss of appetite and 
went off dairy,” she recalls. “The 
foods I wanted to eat were soups and 
chicken and vegetables and nuts - I 
didn’t think dairy mattered. It was 
this myth that I was going to feel bet¬ 
ter if I didn’t eat dairy. 

“The doctor gave me a sheet of facts 
about calcium and how to get it. It 
was such an eye-opener, that there 
was almost no other way of getting it, 
so now I make a point of eating dairy 
every single day. 

“The truth is there is no evidence to 
support it being in any way harmful. 
It’s an extraordinary food if you think 
about the range of nutrients it con-

tains. It’s very adaptable in terms of 
its macronutrient breakdown. It can 
be very high in protein, it might be 
very high in fat, but you can alter that 
depending on what your aims are.” 

“A lot of people, if they have any 
kind of digestive issues, might think, 
‘I wonder if it’s dairy, why don’t I cut it 
out? ’ But even if you are lactose-intol¬ 
erant, you don’t have to give up dairy 
completely. 

“Lactose is water soluble, so it’s 
contained in the whey rather than 
the fat. So in the cheese-making proc¬ 
ess, if you remove the whey, you’ve 
normally removed a lot of the lactose. 
The problem areas are things like wet 
cheeses, so quark, cottage cheese, 
ricotta, which are high in lactose. 

“But very mature cheeses, things 


like Parmesan, hardly have any lac¬ 
tose, and by turning butter into ghee, 
you basically remove the lactose con¬ 
tent, which is in the milk solids. So by 
clarifying butter, it becomes a pure 
fat that you can cook with. 

“I find the most helpful way of includ¬ 
ing the right amount of dairy in my 
daily diet is to treat it as I do my five-a- 
day fruit and veg, by aiming for three- 
a-day of different types. A bit from each 
fat level is probably the ideal; one low, 
one medium, one high, bearing in 
mind that their size is proportionately 
smaller the higher the fat.”

I f you threw the word Balkans 
into a word-association game, 
most people would probably 
come back with “conflict”. 

But the complex history of 
this corner of Europe makes it 
more, not less, attractive to me. It is 
just a layer: one that does these 
countries an injustice if visitors do 
not peel it back to discover what lies 
beneath. 

Having done so, in a whistle-stop 
and wonderful week-long trip to 
Croatia, Montenegro, Albania, 
Macedonia and Kosovo, my response 
to the name Balkans would be 
“spectacular”, “rich”, “beautiful” 
and “fascinating”. 

The only conflict I witnessed was 
between Argentina and the United 
States about the reclining seats on 
the coach! When that failed to 
escalate, I was able to focus on the 


breathtaking scenery and 
architecture and friendly locals. 

Like the man behind the counter at 
a Montenegrin filling station who 
was convinced I was a Viking and 
made me down some local fire-water 
while looking him in the eyes. 

Or the tour guide in Tirana who 
wore a cap with Liverpoo on it. The 
second T had fallen off, but this was 
a relic of the era of communist 
monster Enver Hoxha and the guide 
would have been jailed if the cap 
were discovered. 

Then there was the man who 
engaged me in conversation at a cafe 
in the Macedonian capital of Skopje. 
He was a graduate waiting around to 
find someone on whom he could try 
out his English. 

Anyway, enough rambling. Was the 
tour actually any good? Visiting five 
countries in seven days sounds a bit 


crazy And doing it with a collection 
of complete strangers from 11 
different countries...risky. 

It was superb, though. Kosjenka the 
tour guide from Croatia was 
knowledgeable, multi-lingual and 
extremely patient, the driver was 
skilled (which was useful as we 
negotiated the single-lane 
Montenegrin hairpins with no 
barriers and a 200ft sheer drop) and 
the connections were smooth. 

Yes, we squeezed a lot in, but I like 


to see and learn as much as possible 
when I travel. I’ll have plenty of time 
to rest when I pop my clogs. It’s 
impossible to do a proper travelogue, 
so it’ll have to suffice for me to say 
we went to medieval walled cities, 
capitals, towns, villages, dined on the 
17th floor of the Sky Tower Hotel in 
Tirana, stayed in a hotel on the 
banks of Lake Ohrid in Macedonia, 
drove through valleys and gorges, 
across plains, negotiated borders, 
visited churches, museums and

Dickson rewrites 
the record books 

The batsman hit a stunning 318 against Northamptonshire

SEAN Dickson rewrote the record 
books as he became only the second 
Kent batsman to make a triple centu¬ 
ry, scoring 318 against Northamp¬ 
tonshire in this week’s County Cham¬ 
pionship Division Two clash. 

Extraordinarily, however, it was 
only enough for a draw in a thrilling 
four days at Beckenham. 

Dickson, 25, becomes the first play¬ 
er in the post-war era to pass 300 for 
Kent, a feat previously only achieved 
by Bill Ashdown in the 1930s. 

His marathon innings of 318 ended 
on Tuesday after adding 382 with Joe 
Denly for the second wicket before 
Kent declared on 701-7. 

Even at lunch, Dickson’s score was 
the fourth highest individual innings 
by a Kent player and, in all, 169 runs 
had come in 33 overs during the 
morning session. 

His 318 eclipses his previous first- 
class best of 207 not out, which came 
against Derbyshire last May. He also 
took the county’s post-war record 
from his head coach Matt Walker, 
who made 275 not out against Som¬ 
erset in 1996. 

The club now turns its attention to 
the T20 Blast, as the Spitfires take on 
Essex Eagles on Sunday, looking to 
improve on a disappointing cam¬ 
paign last year, where Kent finished 
seventh in the South Group, and 
therefore failing to make the knock¬ 
out stages. 

CEO Jamie Clifford told us: “We had 
a poor year in T20 but we expect to be 
competitive in that format this sea¬ 
son. 


“We’re still licking our wounds a 
bit from last season, finishing second 
[in the county championship] the one 
year when the second spot isn’t 
enough, but we feel we’re capable of 
being in Division One - we’ve got a 
good group of players. 

“We’re ambitious in all formats, 
we’ve got a new head coach, a new as¬ 


sistant coach, a relatively new cap¬ 
tain and a young, developing, enthu¬ 
siastic side who are desperate for 
success. 

“If you look at the number of games 
they’ve played now, they’re getting to 
the stage where they’re experienced 
county cricketers so they’ll want to 
be delivering some silverware.”
